Coffee County Revenue 
Commissioner reports 
countywide increase in 


tax collections for year

The Coffee County 
Commission met Monday 
morning, May 24, for 
its regular meeting, and 
Revenue Commissioner 
Ronnie Burns addressed 
commissioners noting it had 


been an excellent year for | 


property tax collections. 

Burns attended the meet- 
ing to report the errors, liti- 
gations, and insolvents for 
the year. After he presented 
those numbers, commis- 
sioners approved the report, 
a requirement by law. He 
then noted it had been a 
really good year. 

Comparing last year to 
this year, Burns said last 
year the county collected 
$18,226,350.53 total and 
this year $19,057,910.25 
was collected. He said that 
was an overall increase of 
4.3 percent. 

He continued saying this 
year the state’s portion saw 
in increase of 3.8 percent; 
the schools [which do not 
participate in abatements] 
saw an increase of 5.61 
percent; the county general 
fund had an increase of 3.9 
percent; and the road and 
bridge fund also had a 3.9 
percent increase. Kinston 
had an 8.4 percent increase 
in collections this year, New 
Brockton had an increase 
of 12.1 percent, Elba had 
an increase of 13.8 per- 
cent, and Enterprise had an 
increase of 4.1 percent. 

“This was an amazing 
year,” Burns said. 

He noted fire fees for 
Coffee County were only 
down by a very small 


amount, and collector fees 
were down 11 percent. He 
said it is a good thing when 
collector fees are down 
because that means more 
property owners paid their 
taxes on time resulting in 
smaller collection fees on 
past due accounts. 

When asked what he 
thought contributed to the 
increases, Burns said basi- 
cally new construction 
in the county along with 
increased population. 

“This is my 42nd year 
in office, and it has been 
a wonderful time,” Burns 
said. “I have one of the best 
staffs in Coffee County, and 
two of the best chief clerks 
anywhere.” 

Commissioner Jim 
Thompson thanked Burns 
and his staff for all they do 
for Coffee County. 

County administrator 
added to Burns’ comments 
regarding the growing pop- 
ulation for Coffee County 
saying the county is the 
12th fastest growing in the 
state, and that trend is antic- 
ipated to continue through 
2040, Also, he said Coffee 
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Elba City Council votes to 
apply for sidewalk grant

During the Elba City 
Council meeting Monday 
night, May 24, the council 
revisited a topic that had 
been previously discussed. 

During the May 10 
council meeting, city engi- 
neer DeAnn Grantham 
informed council members 
of an opportunity to once 
again apply for a sidewalk 
grant that would create a 
safe walking environment 
from the downtown area to 
the new shopping district 
on Hwy 203 [new Hwy. 
84]. During that meeting, 
the council asked Grantham 
to get back to them with 
some figures on the poten- 
tial project. 

Monday night, Mayor 
Tom Maddox said the fig- 
ures for the project came 

“back much higher than 
he had anticipated, but he 
said he felt it might still be 
something to consider. 

He said if the grant appli- 
cation were to be submitted 
and approved, the city’s por- 
tion of the project funding 
would be around $220,000. 

“I was thinking about 
Claxton Avenue being a 
sort of gateway to the city,” 
Maddox said. “I think if we 
promote that, asking travel- 
ers to turn [at the Claxton 
intersection] to come into 
downtown Elba, and seeing 
this sidewalk along with the 
repaved streets, it might be 
worth the investment.” 

Maddox said the new 
sidewalk would basically

run from the Subway area 
down to Dairy Queen, tying 
the two shopping districts 
together. 

After a lengthy discus- 
sion, council member 
Johnathan Lockett made a 
motion to submit the grant 
application for the sidewalk 
project. His motion received 
the necessary second, and it 
was approved with no oppo- 
sition. 

Even if approved for the 
grant, it would still be up 
to the council as to whether 
they want to accept it or not. 

Police Lt. Russ Young 
attended the meeting on 
behalf of Police Chief Leslie 
Hussey, and he reported 
business as usual for the 
department. 

Young did have one 
request for the council. He 
asked for permission to 
declare as surplus several 
old departmental vehicles 
and sell them, potentially 
via GovDeals.com. The 
vehicles included: a 2005 
Ford Explorer, two 2013 
Dodge Chargers, a 2014 
Dodge Charger, a 2001 
Ford Explorer, and a 2008 
Dodge Charger. 

Young said these vehi- 
cles are no longer in use, 
and most of the equipment 
already had been removed 
from the vehicles. He said 
one vehicle did not even 
have an engine any longer. 

The council approved 
the request. Young said the

Alabama Extension officials offer ways to use old coffee grounds 


After enjoying a hot 
cup of joe in the morn- 
ing, what can be done 
with all of the used coffee 
grounds? Throwing them 
away just creates extra 
waste to dispose of later. 
Instead of aiming for the 
trashcan, shoot straight 
for the garden, 

There are several cre- 
ative ways to reuse coffee 
grounds in the garden. 
Usage 

Bethany O’Rear, an 
Alabama Extension 
home grounds, gardens 
and home pests regional 
agent, said coffee grounds 
can be used in the garden 
as mulch or as a great 
addition to the compost 
pile. Not only does coffee 
fuel you, but it can fuel 
your plants as well. 
Mulch 

Used coffee grounds are 
great to use as a mulch 
for the garden. However, 
in order to use them as 
mulch, gardeners will 
have to add an extra 


layer of another mulching 
material. 

“The additional layer 
prevents the coffee 
grounds from becoming 
compacted,” O’Rear said. 

First, add approxi- 
mately % inch of grounds 
as the first layer. Both 
freshly used grounds and 
composted grounds can 
be used for the mulch. 
Then, add another layer 
of organic mulch, such as 
pine straw or pine bark, 
on top of the grounds. 
Composting 

In addition to being 
used for mulch, coffee 
grounds are a good addi- 
tion to composting piles. 

According to O’Rear, 
using grounds in com- 
posting is typically the 
most commonly used 
method for reusing coffee 
grounds for garden pur- 
poses. This compost can 
in-turn be used as mulch, 
as mentioned above, or as 
an addition to garden soils 
to add needed nutrients. 


Simply add their fresh- 
ly-used grounds to the 
compost pile. While cof- 
fee grounds can be added 
directly to garden soils, 
O’Rear said it is better to 
use ones that’ have been 
composted, 

Benefits 

While reducing waste 
is one of the perks of 
using these grounds, they 
also provide numerous 
benefits for plants. Coffee 
grounds contain nutrients 
essential for plant growth, 
These nutrients include 
nitrogen, phosphorus and 
potassium. 

“They also contribute 
some micronutrients such 
as magnesium, copper and 
calcium,” she said. 

With nitrogen, only a 
small portion is immedi- 
ately available to plants. 
However, as  microor- 
ganisms break down the 
grounds, the nitrogen is

converted into a usable 
form. This provides a 
steady supply of fertilizer. 
“The largest potential 
benefit of using coffee 
grounds is the improve- 
ment to soil structure,” 
O’Rear said. “Improving 
soil structure is important 
because it can allow more 
pore space and break up 
compacted layers.” 
Lastly, the grounds also 
provide a healthy soil 
pH level for plants. The 
grounds have a slightly 
acidic pH of around 6.2 to 
6.8. Most plants thrive in 
this pH range. 
More Information 
Whichever way garden- 
ers chose to reuse their 
coffee grounds, the plants 
will surely thank them for 
it.

DON’T STOP PRAYING | 
Is. 62:6-8 


The prophet Isaiah declares that he is committed to con- 
tinuing prophesying and praying until he sees the promises 
of God fulfilled. He will take no rest until there is manifes- 
tation of the promises of God. 

He then encourages the watchmen posted upon the wall 
to never hold their peace day nor night. Praying and call- 
ing out to God, reminding God to remember his promises 
to his people. The watchmen that were posted on the wall 
are those who are called to be intercessors; the ones he 
assigned to guard the promises with prayer, crying unto 
God for deliverance from the present conditions until he 
answers. What are they to pray? They are to pray the 
promises and not the conditions. 

God had revealed what he was going to do through 
prophesy. Prophesy must be accompanied with prayer until 
the manifestation. Many times, when we receive prophe- 
cies, we rejoice and wait for the manifestation. Frustration 
soon sets in because it not manifested in the time frame 
we expected. One of the reasons is that when God gives 
the word of prophesy we do not guard or protect it with 
prayer. It’s followed up with expectation, which is good 
but it’s not enough. 

Lastly, Isaiah instructed the watchmen to give God no 
rest, until he establishes it and until he makes Jerusalem 
a praise in the earth. He says, the Lord had sworn by his 
right hand and by the arm of his strength to perform the 
promises of the prophesies. 

This is the pray stance that God is instructing us to take. 
Stay on the wall; guard the prophesy with prayer; don’t 
stop calling out and reminding God of what he promised. 
Give him no rest, until he establishes it. 

God never instructed us to pray our problems; but he 
instructs us to pray his promises and don’t stop praying 
until He DOES IT.

ALEA offers safe boating tips 


Following are some 
important safety tips from 
ALEA’s_ Marine Patrol 
Troopers to help keep you and 
your family safe this summer: 

* Holidays are not the time 
for novice boaters to learn 
to operate their crafts. New 
operators should consider 
attending an in-person 
boating-safety class prior to 
going to the water. 

¢ Be mindful of other 
boaters. Avoid passing too 
closely to boats in motion, 
boats at idle and individuals 
in the water. 

* Boaters should avoid the 
use of alcoholic beverages or 
use the designated operator 
system. 

¢ When towing or pulling 
individuals on tubes or 
water skis, avoid spending 
prolonged periods in small 
areas. Look for calm, open 
water where boating traffic 
is light. 

* Everyone should wear a 
U.S. Coast Guard-approved 
PFD (life vest) when under 
way, particularly at night. 
Operators are responsible for 
everyone on board and should 
ensure all passengers know 
where PFDs are stored, how 
to reach them quickly and 
how to use them properly. 

* Children younger than 
age 8 are required to wear 
PFDs at all times (unless 
inside a permanently affixed 
cabin enclosure). They also 
should wear PFDs that are the 
appropriate size. 

¢ All individuals being 
pulled by a vessel on water 


skis, tubes or other aqua- 
planing devices also are 
required to wear U.S. Coast 
Guard-approved PFDs. 

* Operators must follow the 
capacity-plate requirements 
and never overload vessels 
beyond recommended safe- 
carrying ca-pacity. These 
restrictions will include the 
weight of equipment and all 
individuals on board. 

* Under Alabama law, 
canoes, kayaks and stand-up 
paddleboards are considered 
to be vessels and are subject 
to PFD requirements. There 
must be one U.S. Coast 
Guard- approved PFD on 
board for each occupant; and 
children younger than age 
8 on board these crafts are 
required to have them on at 
all times, 

* Vessels passing head-on 
must keep to the right. In 
a narrow chan-nel, vessels 
will keep to the right of mid- 
channel. 

* Vessels passing or 
approaching another vehicle 
must be operat-ed in such a 
manner and at such a rate of 
speed that will not cre-ate a 
hazardous wash or wake. 

* Avoid boating at night 
unless familiar with the body 
of water. Then, operate at a 
reduced, safe speed. Make 
sure all navigation lights are 
in proper working order and 
displayed properly. For more 
information from ALEA’s 
Marine Patrol Division, visit 
Safe Boating | Alabama Law 
Enforcement Agency (alea.
